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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues Makower et al. fail to teach 
storing the translation token at the domain controller and obtaining a reference to the token from the domain controller. Examiner 
disagrees. Makower et al. teach in paragraph [0033], a web server sends an encrypted HTTP request (translation token) to the central 
sign-on server (domain controller). The central sign-on server saves this information locally and returns a cookie (token reference). 
Applicant further aruges Makower et al. fail to teach the subsequent server initiates the translating employing the token reference received 
from the initial server. Examiner disagrees. Paragraph [0030] of Makower et al. teaches step 210 of FIG 2 where the server (subsequent 
server) has redirected the client browser (initiating the translating) to the cookie (token reference) to the central sign-on (domain 
controller), which the client browser received from a web server (initial server) in a previous session. 
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
